has  ever  "keen  staged  under  auditorium  or   show-rocm  roof.       There  were  123  makes 
di   automobiles  represented  in  the  motor  travel   and   among  them  v;as  to  be   found  an 
amazing  variety  of   individual  ideas  as  to  the  most  convenient  vehicle  for  fol- 
lowing  the  open  road.       There  were   innumerable  adaptations  of  modem  touring 
cars  into  houses  on  ./heels,   and  innumerable  variations  of  the  traveling  auto- 
mobile camp  outfit;  not   to  mention  motorcycles,   ancient  and  modern  horse-drawn 
conveyances  and  those  adventurous  folk  v.ho  found  the  greatest  enjoyment  touring 
the  country  on  foot* 

The  largest  travel  entering  the  nark  in  a  single  day  in  Yellowstone 
history  was  on  July  2"rd  when  i„963  visitors  entered  the  park.        The   largest 
rail  was  on  June  20th,  when  19223  visitors  reached  the  park  gates  by   the   three 
railroads   serving   the  park. 

In  view  of  the    increase   in  travel,    with  its   indications  of  ever- 
greater   increase  in   the   future,   extensive   additions  in  the  hotel  and  camp 
accommodations  in  the  national  park  are  being  made   for   1923.       Comprehensive 
improvements  are   also  being  made   in  the   sanitation  and  extension  of  the  public 

automobile   coups. 

L  large  amount  of  road  development  work  for   the  convenience  and 
accommodation  of  the  automobile    traveling  public  has  been  undertaken  in  1922 
and  a  considerable  portion  of  it  will  be  pressed  to   completion  in  time  for  the 
1923  season.       In  addition  to    the  continuous  upkeep  and  improvement  of  the 
road  system  within  the  park,   the    approach  roads  in  the    surrounding   forest 
reserves  and  in  the    states  adjacent   to  the  park,   are    to  have    the  benefit  of

ertensive   improvement s  at  the   expenditure  of  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars 

2he  Hoback  Canyon  route,    leading  from  Rock  Springs  and  Kemmerer, 
V.yoming  to  the  south  entrance,  which  waa  opened  this  year,  will  be  in  general 
use   in  1923.       A  hundred  thousand  dollars  is  being  expended  by   the  Federal 
Government  in  the   improvement  of   the  Gallatin  road,   leadir€   from  Bozeman, 
Montana,    to    the  west  entrance  of  the  park  at  '/est  Yellowstone.       The  Black 
and  Yellow  Erail   across  the   Big  Horns   to   Cody  has  been  completed  and  the  mag- 
nificent new  highway  through  the  V/ini  River  Canyon  ins  been  started.       The 
Park  Service   itself  has  undertaken  this  year   the    survey  for   a  new  road 
between  ^shton,   Idaho,    and   the  Upper  Geyser  Basin.        This  road  is  to  lead 
through  the   scenic  Bechler  River  country  which  has  unsurpassed  natural 
attractions,    but  which  lias  been  inaccessible   to    the  general   traveling  public. 
Less  than  fifty  people,  all   told,   have   ever   tra/ersed  the  region  in  the   half 
century  of    the  park1 s  existence.
